Power With Words 
By Dr. C. E. Funk 


Not many people know' what a portm an­ 
teau is nowadays. So perhaps I’d better ex­ 
plain it befoxe dealing with the portm an­ 
teau word. A 
portm anteau 
(port-M AN- 
toe) was an old-style traveling bag, one 
hinged along the center-line of its back, 
and thus opening into two compartments. 
The term portm anteau-w ord was 
first 
used to explain some of 
the 
interesting 
words that Lew’is Carroll coined iii “Alice 
in W onderland,” and “Through the Look­ 
ing-glass.” To quote him, 
“ Well, 
‘slithy’ 
m eans ‘lithe and slimy' . . . You see it’s like 
a portm anteau— there are 
two 
meanings 
packed up into one word,”, and, two pages 
later, ” * M im sy’ is ‘flimsy 
and 
miser­ 
able.’ '* “Chortle,” also coined by Carroll, 
is thought to be a blend of 
“snort” 
and 
“ chuckle.” 
But, although Lewis Carroll gave us the 
n am e for these telescoped words, he was 
not the first to bring them into the 
lan- 
gi 
.e. “ Blend-words,’ they are now some­ 
times called, because they are composed of 
a part of one w-ord blended to that of an ­ 
other. Thus “dandle” is believed to be 
a 
blend of “dance” and “handle”; “boost” a 
blend of “boom” and “hoist,” and 
there 
are m any others. 


It seems, 
however, 
that 
the 
chance 
blend is more likely to be taken into the 
language than one 
that 
is 
deliberately 
roined to fill a need. For example, because 
it has always 
been 
aw kw ard 
to 
say, 
“ Every pupil will pick 
up 
his 
or 
her 
books,” or, “ if John or Jean conies, I shall 
be glad to see him or her,” 
and 
similar 
constructions, the word “thou,” a blend of 
“ that one,” was thoughtfully devised 
al­ 
most a hundred 
years 
ago. 
Dictionaries 
still carry it, but no one ever uses it. 
“Smog,” a blend of "smoke’’ and “fog,” 
was coined about fifty years ago to denote 
especially, the dense atmosphere to which 
Londoners are frequently subjected. 
But, 
although American newspapers 
occasion­ 
ally use it, the 
dictionaries 
of 
England 
don’t carry it. And as for “brunch,” the 
meal that 
is 
supposed 
to 
cover 
both 
“breakfast" and "lunch,” those who 
use 
the term do so with a smirk. 
Now has appeared “caprew.” The intent 
behind this coinage is undoubtedly excel­ 
lent, and the coiner, a New 
York 
judge, 
certainly deserves an A for effort. I don I 
know, however, under just what circum­ 
stances the word would be employed, but 
it is intended to designate brotherhood re­ 
gardless of religious 
affiliation— whether 
CAtholic, PRotestant—or JEW.

Officials of tile local hospital

Tile Gladstone hospital program , if it m a 
ten a1 i/es, should not seriously 
interfere 
with the St. Francis expansion plans, how ­ 
ever. 
According to a governm ent survey quot­ 
ed by A. J. Robare, of the Gladstone bos 
pita] committee, there should be 235 hos­ 
pital beds to serve this area. St. Francis 
Hospital provides about IOO and the G lad­ 
stone hospital project proposes an 
addi­ 
tional 50 beds. An acute shortage will still 
exist even if the Gladstone project m a ­ 
terializes. Certainly it leaves plenty of op­ 
portunity tor expansion of 
St. 
Francis 
Hospital. 
The objective of the Gladstone group is, 
of course, meritorious and ambitious. It is 
by no means impossible of attainm ent al­ 
though it must be conceded that the finan­ 
cial problems are substantial. This is p a r­ 
ticularly so if the local funds are 
to 
be 
raised entirely by voluntary contributions. 
This differs considerably from the project 
at Manistique where 
the 
county 
voted 
hospital bonds 
and 
where 
the 
county 
m aintains the hospital. 


ll. S. Espionage Law 
Needs Mending 
r p H E name of Alger Hiss, convicted per- 
juror, still 
evokes 
strong 
emotions 
■whenever it is mentioned. But almost for­ 
gotten are some of the glaring weaknesses 
bis trials disclosed in America’s defenses 
against espionage and sedition. 
Senator Wiley, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, now useful­ 
ly reminds us of these. He says an analy­ 
sis by the research staff of the Library of 
Congress shows wide loopholes 
in 
our 
system of safeguards. 
According to 
this 
study, 
hostile 
acts 
against 
America 
might 
wholly 
escape 
punishm ent in many situations. 
For one thing, the statute of limitations 
runs for too short a period (three years) 
on espionage. It means that a man guilty 
of spying in 1949 cannot be convicted on 
that score in 1953. That's why Hiss was 
tried and convicted on tile relatively m in­ 
or count of perjury, when the government 
believed his real offense was espionage. 
Secondly, the constitutional 
guarantees 
of public trial often dissuade the govern­ 
m ent from prosecuting a spy, because to 
•{ain a conviction might require disclosure 
of more secret information than tile spy 
had learned on his own. The cost is too 
great. 
Then, too. there are severe legal limits 
today on the 
admissibility 
of 
evidence, 
like that obtained in wiretapping. These 
restrictions have handicapped the govern­ 
ment in prosecuting Judith Coplot!, former 
FBI worker charged with passing secrets 
to Russia. A feeling exists that authorities 
ought to have more leeway when national 
security is at stake. 
The immunity granted foreign diplom a­ 
tic representatives is another obstacle. No 
one bas the slightest doubt that the Hus­ 
sion embassy and consulates in America, 
plus their counterparts among the satellite 
nations, are active spy centers. They are 
largely beyond the reach of American law, 
however, and thus operate with little dif­ 
ficulty . 
The best we can do is ask recall of any­ 
one we believe we 
have 
positive 
proof 
against. Of course, the 
deported 
spy 
is 
quickly (placed by another and the pro­ 
cess of seeking out proof begins all over 
again. 
To remedy these 
and 
other 
loopholes 
calls for extremely careful 
amending 
of 
present law. A slapdash job could endan­ 
ger civilian liberties. But the task is one 
that has too long been 
overlooked. 
The 
Eisenhower administration could make a 
constructive contribution to the 
n atio n s 
safety by fostering thoughtful 
legislation 
' .n this field.

Doctor Sees No Danger In Eating

Merry-Go-Roynd

W ASHINGTON—An old man who cam e to 
this country from G erm any at the age ol 
eight, died in New York Hie other day. He 
was almost 76, atid during those years he 
had written more law to help the common 
man than any other person in the history 
of this nation. 
Most people will rem em ber Bob Wagner 
for those laws—old-age pensions, unem ­ 
ployment insurance, the W agner labor r e ­ 
lations act- and rightly so. But I shall al­ 
ways rem em ber him because of a role hr 
played in trying to get Wendell Willkie to 
run with Franklin Roosevelt on a coalition 
Democratic-Republican ticket in the clos­ 
ing year of the war. 
Had those efforts been successful in 194 4 
Hie postwar history of the United 
State 
might have been entirely different. 
I have never written this story in full, 
p a r tly because I played a personal ana 
confidential role in it. However, most ol 
the people involved are dead now', and 
theie is no reason why it cannot be told. 
In the early sum m er of 1944 
when 
it 
was apparent Franklyn Roosevelt planned 
to ru n for a fourth term, the jockeying for 
No. 2 spot on the Democratic ticket 
be­ 
came intense. The friends of Henry W al­ 
lace dem anded that he be renominated as 
vice president. Friends of Justice William 
O. Douglas, led by Secretary of the Inter­ 
ior lekes, w'ere less vocal but more persua­ 
sive. 
Many Southern Demoeratcs still urged 
Jim m ie Byrne; while tile big city bosses— 
Ed Flynn of the Bronx, Ed Kelly of C hi­ 
cago, F rank Hague of Jersey City and Bob 
Hannegan of St. 
Louis— were 
bent 
on 
nominating Harry Truman. 
All knew that the life expectancy of tile 
President was such that the man who be­ 
came Vice President was likely to end up 
in the White House. 
WILLKIE GETS FDR's O. K. 
During the period between his neleat in 
i940 and 1944 I had come to know W en­ 
dell Willkie w’ell. One day in New York 
some weeks before the Democratic 
con­ 
vention I sounded him out on the idea of 
being the vice-presidential candidate on a 
coalition ticket 
At first lie pooh-poohed the idea, said 
the Democrats would never go for it. But 
the more we talked about it, the m ore he 
warmed up. Finally he agreed 
to 
stand 
still until 
Roosevelt 
him self 
could 
be 
sounded out. 
The man who did the sounding was Leo 
Crowley, then head of the Federal Econo- i 
mic Administration. He cam e out of tile I 
White House with the confidential intor- ' 
illation that the President would welcome ] 
the idea of Wendell W i 11 k ie as his running , 
mate, provided there was a spontaneous 
move from the Democratic convention to 
nominate him. He added that 
he 
didn’t ! 
want anything that smacked of a political j 
deal. 
Simultaneously he scribbled a note to | 
Willkie in longhand, and it was later typed 
by his secretary, Grace Tully. T he Presi­ 
dent left for the West Coast and Alaska 
almost immediately. So he never actually 
signed the note, but it was mailed lo W in­ 
kle. 
WAGNER PARK MOVE 
The Chicago convention began at 
once. 
The problem there was to 
arrange 
the 
spontaneous move for Willkie that 
FUR 
wanted, and to this end I 
told 
Senator 
Wagner, the grand old man of the Demo­ 
cratic party, about our conversation, 
He reacted with enthusiasm. 
His plan was to make the Willkie nom i­ 
nating speech himself, and he delegated 
Leon Key sealing, 
his 
former 
secretary, 
later head of the council of economic ad­ 
viser, to start writing the speech. Wagner 
called in various members of 
the 
New 
York delegation in my presence to unfold 
the Willkie idea, and they too were 
en­ 
thusiastic. I was a little surprised that Ed­ 
ward Loughlm, then head of 
Tam many, 
volunteered to second Willkie’s 
nom ina­ 
tion. 
Wagner t.dked to other key Democrats 
at Chicago while I talked to several new s­ 
papermen, among them David Stern, then 
publisher of the Philadelphia Record. They 
agreed that, faced with the deadlock be­ 
tween Wallace and Trum an, the 
Willkie 
nomination should be a natural. They also , 
felt that Willkie’s name 
on 
the 
ticket j 
would be a great thing for the unity of the J 
nation. 
Most of this took place during the pre- 
linmary days ol the convention, 
actually I 
bel ore the convention got down to 
busi­ 
ness. 
On Hie day before the balloting on the 
vice presidency got down to grips, Wag- 
nei got word from the bosses tiiat Roose­ 
velt wanted Trum an, not Willkie. 
The senator was a man of party discip­ 
line. During his long career in the senate 
he had almost never bucked the President. 
He had been brought up that w ay—from 
the day he and Al Smith had seined 
to­ 
gether in the New York legislature. So he 
did not argue. He did not 
question 
the 
word of the party bosses. Nor would he 
make the Willkie nominating speech 
in 
view of their veto. 
Personally I always doubted that H an­ 
negan et a1 had evei really reached the 
President. Fo inhere was
